OTTAWA (CP) — Rear-Ad¬ 
miral Jeffry Brock suggested 
Tuesday he was fired by De¬ 
fence Minister Hellyer in Au¬ 
gust, 1964, as an example to 
other officers who might ques¬ 
tion the minister’s policy.

Strength Dwindles 

r IS BECOMING increasingly difficult to make a 
competent appraisal of the effects of the national 
defence department’s headlong rush towards unifica¬ 
tion of the armed forces when so many of the figures 
presented by the defence minister’s spokesmen to the 
Commons committee studying the question are shown 
to be misleading if not actually false. 

Last Thursday, figures were introduced to the 
defence committee indicating that through economies 
effected by integration it had been possible to allocate 
a greater proportion of the defence budget to new 
arms and equipment. 

Col. Douglas Harkness, former Conservative de¬ 
fence minister, challenged them. Instead of the 
claimed 17 per cent of defence appropriation avail¬ 
able for “capital expenditures,’ 1 he pointed out, the 
department was actually able to spend only 12 per 
cent, or substantially less than the previous year’s 
13.9 per cent 

His challenge was substantiated by figures from 
the auditor-general’s department and in the resulting 
confusion Defence Minister Paul Hellyer admitted a 
mistake and apologised to the committee. 

. On Monday came another charge of “slanted 
figures” bring given the committee, in the process of 
studying the unification bin prior to its return to the 
Commons for third reading. 

This time it was Air Marshal E. M. Reyno, chief ;

The truth would appear to be that the Canadian 
armed forces am suffering a significant decline and 
that, more Important the new enlistments cannot 
begin to compensate for the loss of experience rep¬ 
resented by retirements.

"Many deaths classified as barbiturate 
suicides are probably not suicides at ail,”

probably are not even accidents of the kind 
in which drowsy people take more capsules 
than they realize. 

“They are potentiation accidents to which 
the alcohol heightened and exaggerated the 
effect of the capsules.”

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Greenhouse Blues 


Another problem in the placement of 
temporary * helve# involves the water¬ 
ing of the pots and boxes of seedlincs 
and slips.

Heat for your propagating case could 
some kero a proper soil-beating electric 
cable embedded in sand below the pots 
end boxes, or there are various 
improvisations which are sure to come 
to mind. For a small case, an ordinary 
40-watt electric light bulb may generate 
enough warmth. As I think I told you 
before, one of my green-thumbed 
neighbor* germinate* fine batches of 
seedlings using an electric heating pad 
snitched from his wife's bed. Such a 
pad has its own built-in thermostat to 
turn the power rtf and on, maintaining 
the temperature at a constant level.

the shot and lead his pal to a fish. Lamont showed a wide 
■low grin. He was obviously pleased that his protean had 
learned his lessons so well. 

But he wasn't going to let Ebert think he had to he guided 
to a fish. Next morning he found his 4*vn 14-pounder on the 
Oyster and another in the Campl>ell in the evening. 

That first night Ebert tiooked a steelhead in a pocket 
just above where Lamont got his. and so did we.
